Minifter of the Elector of Bavaria reprefented again 
to the Diet, that his Mafter had certain Information, 
by Letters that were intercepted, of the Emperor's 
Defign to put a Garrifon of 6000 Men into this City, 
which had oblig’d his Electoral Highnefs to make. 
fure of it in good time~; that he expected a Decla- 
ration on that fubjeét from the Elector, which he 
would communicate to the Diet, and did not doubr 
but they would be thoroughly fatisfied his Mafter 
had juft Caufe for what he had done. Some of the 
Minifters gave their Opinion, that this was only to 
amufe them, and declar’d, that whether an Imperial 
or a Bavarian Garrifon be put into this Ciry, the Diet

tionjt ought: Orhers faid they would inform their 
Principals of the “Matter. Mean time ’tis generally 
believ’d the Dier will be tmansferr’d to fome other 
Place, unlefs fome Expedient be found our.

Several Envoys 
are recall’d home by their Principals, but ’tis believ’d 
they will not obtain Paffports from the Elector of 
Bavaria. It was propos’d to day in the Diet, that 
the Bavarian Minifter fhould be demanded whether 
his Mafter was difpos’d to evacuate this City, if 
Affurance were given him by the: Diet that no Im- 


perial nor Confederate Troops fhould enter into it, - 


{eeing the Emperor has hitherto refus’d to confent 
toit: but moft of the Deputies not being prefenc 
in the Affembly, there was no Refolution taken on 
this Point, and almoft all of them are unwilling to 
treat of any Bufinefs before they have receiv’d new 
Inftructions from their Mafters.
